Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-28, 31-38, and 40-59 remain allowed as established in a previous Office action. 
Claims 60-67 are presently allowed. Claims 60 and 61 were amended to clarify that the opaque 
structure attracts the electric field (see e.g. [0053] of specification), which is not taught or 
suggested by the previously applied Yamamoto et al. reference at least since the structure 3B2 
reflects light including the electric field thereof. Claims 62-67 depend from claims 60-61 
respectively.
